of Holding the Flagelet, 


"Tire are two ways of Holdizg the Flagelet uſually taught by the Pro- 
fellors on this Inſtrument : The frlt way 1s to hold it with the /efr 
hand next the month, the thumb and three fingers thereof on the four firſt 
Holes, and the thumb and firſt finger of the right hand on the two laſt, 
holding the End of the Flagelet between the ſecoxa and third finger. The 
ſecond way of Holding it (which I conceive is the beſt) is to hold it with 
the /-ft hard next the mouth as before , but with this difference , the thumb 
and two fr/t fingers thereof ſtopping the three firſt Holes, and the thumb 
and two fir/t fingers of the right Lg ſtopping the three laſt Holes, fo that 
as the F/agelet hath four Holes above , and two below , ſo they are ſtopr 
above with the four firſt fixgers, and beneath with the two thumbs ; and for 
the better ſtaying it to ones mouth, the end of it is to be held between the 
third and licth Ruoer , placing the 7h:ird finger above, and the /:rtle finger 
underneath, as is expreſſed in the Figure before the Title,

Of the manner of playing on the Flagelet. "OS 
A LL Tunes or Leſſons for the Flage/et are prick'd upon ſix Lines , an- 
ſwering to the {ix Holes on thatInftrument, by certain Characters 
called Dots : Theſe Dots direc what Holes are to be ftopt, there being 
ſo-many and the ſame holes to be ſtopt on the Flagelereach breath , as there 
are dots placed perpendicularly on the ſix Lines; as ſuppoſe” ao upon the 
firſt or uppermoſt Line, the firſt hole on the Flageler (agreeing with that 
firſt Line) muſt be ſtopt ; and if there be two dors one over another, as-on 
the firſt and ſecond, or firſt and third Lines, then the firſt and ſecond, or 
firft and third holes on the Flagelet are tobe ſtopt : For inftance, in pricking 
the Tune called Maiden Farr, for the two firſt Sounds or Breaths1s made a 
at .upon the firſt and third Line twice over, and accordingly the firſt and 
third hole of the Flagelet muſt be ftopt, and then blown gently twice. The 
like is to be underftood of all the reſt; obſerving , that as many rows of 
dots as there is from top to bottom on the ſix Lines, ſo many ſeveral ſounds

Notes for expreſſing the Meaſure of Time, ſlow or ſwift ; of which Notes 
- mw I ſhall give you a certain Rule to know the Proportion on in its

Practiſe to Play theſe Eight Notes aſcending and deſcending, till you are 
perfect in them, always obſerving this Rule, thatin Notes aſcending gra- 
dually, you muſt increaſe your Breath by degrees; and contrary in Notes 
delcending , and in Notes that Riſe or Fall by Skips, you muſt ſuddenly 
increaſe or diminiſh your Breath, as the Notes require : The taking off a 
Finger raiſeth, and the ſtopping down the contrary. Always remember to 
ſtop the Holes cloſe, and to hit every Note diſtin&tly with the tip of your 
Tongue, | |

Of the Pinching Notes on the Flagelet, 

The Pinching Notes aſcend eight Notes higher than the Plain Notes. 
and are diſtinguiſhed from them by a daſh drawn through the firſt or higheſt 
. Dot, making it a Croſſ, as in the foregoing Example. To play it on the 
Flagelet you muſt do thus : Bend your /eft thumb, and let it be but half over 
the firſt Hole (on which the P:ch 1s always made, by pinching your Nall 
hard over half the Hole) then give it a ſtronger Breath than the former 
Notes had, and you ſhall find the Sound of the Flagelet to be eight Notes 
higher. All the other Stops are the ſame with the former. 

Of the ſeveral Graces on the Flagelet. 

In the former Example of the Graces, the Mark or Character of a Beat 
and Shake is all one, butin playing them there is this difference : When 
the Mark is on the ſame Line even with the Dot, then you are to lift up that 
| Finger and ſhake, and lay it down again before you play any other Note; 
this 1s called a Bear, But when the Mark ſtands alone upon any other Line 
underneath the Dot, then with the Finger belonging to that Line on which

it is ſet you muſt ſhake, taking it off again before you play any other: ' 
Note; and this 1s called a Shake. The third Mark or Character is for a-: 
Slar or Slide , thatis , when two Notes are tyed together- by a crooked daſh: 
underneath, then thoſe two Notes are to be expreſſed with one Breath.-. 
There is another not much unlike this, which concludes with a Bezt, and: 
is played thus : Hit the firſt Note with thetip of your Tongue, and contt-: 
nuing your Breath, take up the ſecond and bring on the firſt beating. -
